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PREFATORY  NOTE. 


His  Excellency,  Governor  O'Neal,  in  his  brief  reference  to  the  University, 
in  the  Annual  Message,  used  language  which,  although  probably  not  so 
designed,  has  a  tendency  to  create  a  wrong  impression,  and  which  has  been 
construed  in  some  quarters  as  a  reflection  upon  the  courtesy  and  fidelity  to 
duty  of  the  authorities  of  the  University.  Under  these  circumstances  a 
brief  explanation,  by  way  of  a  prefatory  note,  may  be  pardoned  the  com- 
mittee upon  whom  has  been  imposed  the  duty  of  preparing  the  report  to 
the  General  Assembly. 

We  desire  to  say,  in  the  first  place,  that  since  the  organization  of  the 
University  under  its  present  charter  (which  provides  for  stated  reports  to 
the  General  Assembly),  the  Annual  or  Bi-ennial  report  has  never  been  sent 
to  the  Governor  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  and  rarely, 
if  ever,  much  before  the  usual  recess.  No  exception  has  heretofore  been 
taken  to  this  course  and  the  reason  for  it  is  obvious.  The  proper  prepara- 
tion of  such  a  document  as  seems  to  be  required  by  the  charter,  involves  a 
great  deal  of  care,  thought  and  labor  ;  and  as  the  legislature  meets  only 
once  in  two  years  it  is  natural  that  the  Authorities  of  the  University  should 
desire  to  close  their  report  at  as  late  a  day  as  practicable  so  that  all  matters 
of  interest  and  everything  they  might  wish  to  bring  before  the  General 
Assembly  might  be  embraced  therein. 

Again,  the  chairman  of  a  committee  is  recognized  by  parliamentary 
usages  as  the  organ  of  communication  concerning  the  business  of  such 
committee,  is  the  custodian  of  the  documents  and  papers  belonging  to  it, 
and  is  therefore  the  proper  person  to  give  any  desired  information  on  the 
matters  said  committee  have  in  charge.  No  communication  from  the  Gov- 
ernor on  this  subject  was  ever  received  by  the  chairman  of  this  committee. 
He  did  indeed  write  to  a  member  of  the  committee  living  at  a  distant  point 
from  the  residence  of  the  chairman,  but  at  so  late  a  date  as  to  render  it 
impossible,  for  want  of  time,  for  that  gentleman  to  communicate  with  the 
chairman  and  make  a  satisfactory  response.  Had  His  Excellency  intimated 
in  time  to  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  his  wishes  in  this  regard,  he 
would  have  been  promptly  supplied  (jf  not  with  the  complete  report  in 
shape  to  be  transmitted  to  the  General  Assembly)  with  all  the  inform  ition 
he  needed  or  demanded.  But  Govt  rnor  O'Neal  was  ex-officio  President  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  was  present  and  presided  at  every  meeting  of 
the  Board  held  since  our  last  report ;  appointed  the  committee  to  prepare 
and  submit  this  report  and  should  have  been  familiar  with  the  general  out- 
line and  tenor  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Board— if  not  enough  for  the 
purposes  of  his  message,  at  least  sufficiently  to  know  where  and  how  to 
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obtain  all  the  further  information  he  desired.  The  following  letter,  ad- 
dressed to  Governor  O'Neal  by  the  President  of  the  University,  a  copy  of 
which  has  been  sent  us  by  General  Clayton,  embodies  the  reply  of  the 
Faculty  to  the  implied  censure  on  them  in  the  passage  referred  to  : 

"University  Post-Office,  Alabama,  November  13,  1886. 
To  His  Excellency,  1&.  A.  O'Neal,  Governor,  etc.,  "Montgomery,  Ala.: 

Sir—  In  your  recent  message  to  the  General  Assembly  you  use  the  follow- 
ing language  :  "I  have  sought  information  concerning  the  University,  but 
have  obtained  none  from  the  trustees  or  the  faculty,  and  therefore  can 
make  no  communication  about  it.  The  trustees  will  make  report  to  you 
directly." 

If  you  have  asked  me  or  any  member  of  the  faculty  for  information  con- 
cerning the  University,  I  am  unaware  of  it.  Had  I  received  an  intimation 
that  you  desired  such  information  it  would  have  been  promptly  furnished. 
Your  four  letters  to  me  were  received,  answered,  and  are  now  on  my  file. 

In  reply  to  a  note  from  the  Superintendent   of  Education,  I   furnished 
him  a  report  of  the  present  condition,  etc.,  of  the  University,  and  it  would 
have  afforded  me  equal  pleasure  to  have  given  you  the  same  information.

REPORT   OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


OF   THE 


UNIVERSITY  OF  ALABAMA 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Alabama: 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama  have  the 
honor  to  submit  their  Bi-ennial  Keport  of  the  transactions 
of  said  board  and  the  condition  of  the  University  for  the 
fiscal  years  of  1884-5  and  1885-6,  as  required  by  law. 

The  gratifying  progress  of  the  University,  indicated  by 
growth  in  numbers,  and  in  the  appliances  necessary  to  a 
complete  education,  noted  in  the  last  report  of  the  Trustees 
to  the  General  Assembly,  has  continued  without  abatement, 
and  the  increase  of  resources,  which  have  become  and  are 
becoming  available,  justify  the  expectation  that  this  insti- 
tution will  continue  to  advance  in  numbers  and  excellence, 
as  well  as  in  the  public  esteem  and  confidence. 

The  new  buildings  which  two  years  ago  were  reported  as 
in  progress  have  since  been  completed  and  occupied,  and 
are  proving  of  great  convenience  and  advantage  to  the 
University. 

They  were  finished  in  time  for  Commencement  in  June, 
1885,  and  were  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on 
Saturday,  June  13th,  Rev.  Dr.  Garland,  the  venerable 
Chancellor  of  the  Vanderbilt  University,  and  formerly  Pres- 
ident of  the  University  of  Alabama,  delivering  the  oration 
on  the  occasion. 

Fuller  reference  to  these  buildings  will  be  found  under 
the  head  of  "  Building  Fund,"  further  on  in  this  report. 


UNIVERSITY  WORK. 

The  total  number  of  matriculates  in  the  session  of  1884-5 
was  two  hundred  and  twenty-five,  distributed  as  follows : 

Law  students,  eighteen  ;  Seniors,  thirty-five ;  Juniors, 
fifty-seven ;  Sophomores,  sixty-seven ;  Freshmen,  forty- 
eight. 

The  graduates  that  year  comprised :  Bachelors  of  Art, 
twenty-eight ;  Bachelors  of  Engineering,  five ;  Bachelors  of 
Law,  twelve. 

The  Roll  of  Honor  showed  that  eighty-five  students  had 
attained  an  average  of  ninety  per  cent,  in  studies  and  de- 
portment. 

The  session  of  1885-6  opened  still  more  favorably;  the 
martriculates  increased  to  two  hundred  and  fifty-one,  of 
whom  sixty  entered  the  Freshman  class  ;  fifty-seven  were 
Sophomores ;  sixty-two  were  Juniors ;  forty  were  Seniors, 
and  twenty-two  Law  students. 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  conferred  on  twenty- 
seven  young  gentlemen;  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Engi- 
neering on  twelve,  and  Bachelor  of  Laws  on  fourteen  ; 
making  a  total  graduating  class  of  fifty-three  against  forty- 
five  the  preceding  year. 

Statements  are  appended  showing  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures, in  detail,  of  the  several  funds,  or  accounts,  of 
the  University,  known  respectively  as  the  "  University 
Fund,"  "Cadet  Fund,"  "Building  Fund,"  and  "Land Fund."

This  apparent  balance  against  "University  Fund" 

has  since  been  reduced  by  the  return  to  it  of .  .  1,631  48 
transferred,  as  shown  in  last .  report,  to  the 
"Cadet  Fund,"  which  was  then  in  arrears,  and 
will  be  cancelled  entirely  when  restitution  is 
made  in  full  of  amounts  expended  on  account 
of  the  land  department,  which  that  fund  is  now 
in  condition  to  repay  ;  so  that  the  "University 
Fund"  is  not  really  behind  at  this   time.

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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  anticipations  with  regard  to 
this  fund,  expressed  in  the  last  report  oi  the  trustees,  have 
been  fully  verified  by  the  results. 

And  this  has  been  accomplished  without  restricting  in 
the  least  the  diet  or  comfort  of  the  cadets.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  mess-table  has  been  improved  in  its  furniture  and 
appointments,  as  well  as  in  the  variety  and  quality  of  the 
food  supplied. 

The  low  prices  of  provisions  as  compared  with  previous 
years  and  the  large  increase  of  boarders  have  enabled  the 
Quartermaster  to  keep  up  his  table  and  show  a  balance  on 
the  credit  side  of  the  account,  although  the  price  of  board 
and  other  charges  to  Cadets  are  extremely  low  when  com- 
pared with  the  charges  at  most  Colleges  and  Universities. 

BUILDING  FUND. 

This  fund  consisted  of  the  amounts  received  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  from  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State,  on  account  of  the  appropriation  of  $60,000.00, 
for  building  purposes  made  by  a  previous  General  Assembly, 
and  such  sums  as  were  added  thereto  from  the  sale  of  lands 
and  other  sources. 

As  the  State  appropriation  has  all  been  expended  and  the 
two  Halls  completed,  which  were  in  progress  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  brief  resume  of  this 
work  may  not  be  out  of  place  in  this  report. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new  buildings  known  as  ''Clark 
Hall"  and  "Manly  Hall,"  on  the  20th  of  February,  1884 ;  a 
memorial  stone  was  placed  on  the  north-east  corner  of 
"  Clark  Hall"  on  the  5th  of  May  following,  and  the  buildings 
were  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  by  the  Building  Committee 
at  the  dedicatory  services  held  on  Saturday,  June  13th, 
1885,  to  which  reference  has  before  been  made. 

All  the  contractors  were  settled  with  and  paid  at  the  date 
of  the  last  report  of  the  Building  Committee  to  the  Trus- 
tees except  two,  with  whom  there  were  unadjusted  differ- 
ences, with  regard  to  claims  for  extra  work;  the  full  amount 
called  for  by  their  respective  contracts  having  been  paid 
them.     The   amount  involved,  however,  is  very  small  and 
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funds  are  in  hand  to  pay  anything  that  may  be  found  due 
them. 

The  committee  were  unable  to  arrange  for  the  lighting  of 
the  large  Audience  Hall  until  last  summer,  but  the  work  was 
completed  and  the  Hall  brilliantly  lighted  with  new  and 
elegant  chandeliers  at  the  last  Commencement. 

With  their  annual  report  to  the  Trustees  the  Building 
Committee  submitted  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements,  so  made  up  as  to  show,  at  a  glance, 
the  cost  of  the  different  portions  of  the  work  ;  the  amounts 
paid  for  material  of  all  kinds  used  on  the  buildings,  the 
cost  of  making  the  brick,  the  amount  paid  to  each  con- 
tractor, amount  paid  for  freight  charges,  and,  indeed,  for 
every  class  of  expenditures  made  in  carrying  on  the  work. 

The  receipts  of  the  "Building  Fund,"  from  the  begin- 
ning to  the  date  of  the  committee  report,  were  as  follows  :

The  Treasurer's  Report  (see  appendix,  Exhibit  ;<F")  which 
was  made  up  to  a  later  date  shows  the  transfer  to  this  ac-

count  from  "Land  Fund"  account  of  $14,743.92,  which 
returned  the  amount  advanced  by  him,  and  left  a  balance  to 
the  credit  of  this  fund  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  fis- 
cal year  of  $14,342.81. 

Accompanying  this  report  (see  appendix,  exhibit  "G")  is 
a  tabular  statement  showing  more  in  detail  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  summarized  above. 

A  careful  analysis  of  this  statement  will  show  that  if  the 
amounts  paid  for  furniture,  clearing  up  and  draining  the 
grounds,  etc.,  are  deducted,  and  the  value  of  the  brick  on 
hand  is  considered,  the  cost  of  the  building  will  not  exceed 
the  original  estimate  ($60,000.00),  notwithstanding  unex- 
pected charges  for  extra  work,  which  has  been  allowed  and 
paid. 

The  report  of  the  Building  Committee  was  referred,  at 
their  request,  to  a  special  committee  of  three  members 
(Messrs.  Thorington,  Crook  and  Corey),  who,  after  careful 
and  thorough  examination  of  the  accounts  and  vouchers, 
reported  "the  same  to  have  been  carefully  and  correctly 
kept,  the  accounts  arranged  in  convenient  and  systematic 
order,  and  the  vouchers  corresponding  with  the  items  of  the 
several  accounts." 

The  special  committee  further  say  :  "  From  said  report 
and  accounts  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  $70,959.7^  has 
passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Building  Committee,  and 
that  the  entire  amount  has  been  applied  to  the  object  for 
which  it  was  designed,  and  that  extraordinary  care  and 
efforts  have  been  used  by  the  committee  to  secure  the  best 
results  with  the  means  at  their  disposal.  The  papers  and 
documents  submitted  by  them  with  their  report  show  that 
the  work  they  had  in  charge  involved  an  immense  corres- 
pondence, great  loss  of  time  and  sacrifice  in  their  personal 
affairs,  frequent  absence  from  their  homes  and  families 
while  superintending  the  work  or  otherwise  discharging  the 
duties  of  the  committee,  important  and  difficult  negotiations 
with  contractors,  the  keeping  of  numerous  accounts,  and  a 
constant  care  and  vigilance  with  respect  to  the  important 
matters  they  had  in  hand." 

The  report  of  the  special    committee    was  unanimously 
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adopted  by  the  Trustees,  and  ordered  to  he  spread  on  the 
minutes  of  the  Board. 

The  expenses  of  the  Building  Committee,  paid  from 
special  appropriations  by  the  Board,  aggregated  in  the  three 
years  they  were  employed  in  this  work,  the  sum  of  $1,203.94, 
or  an  average  of  $40.1.31  per  year. 

The  committee  had  held  up  to  June  last,  eighteen  formal 
meetings  (including  one  in  Mobile  and  one  in  New  Orleans), 
and  several  informal  ones,  at  which  two  of  the  committee 
were  present,  and  the  Chairman  had  been  frequently  called 
to  the  work  at  other  times,  and  found  it  necessary  to  visit 
New  Orleans,  Selma,  Montgomery,  Anniston,  Pass  Christian 
and  other  places,  some  of  them  several  times,  on  committee 
business. 

The  cost  of  postages,  telegrams,  stationery,  etc.,  is  also 
included  in  the  amount  expended,  named  above. 

UNIVERSITY   LAND   DEPARTMENT. 

The  "Morgan  Bill,"  donating  46,080  acres  of  Government 
lands  to  the  State  of  Alabama  for  the  benefit  of  the  State 
University,  approved  April  23d,  1884,  and  the  action  of  the 
Governor  appointing  three  commissioners  to  make  selec- 
tions of  said  lands  as  provided  in  said  Act,  were  duly 
reported  to  the  last  General  Assembly.  The  grant  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  State  and  the  further  location  and  manage- 
ment thereof  were  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of  said  Uni- 
versity by  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  Febru- 
ary 5th,  1885. 

At  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  University  a  report  was  made  by  the  Commissioners, 
Messrs.  A.  C.  Hargrove,  Eugene  A.  Smith,  and  J.  B.  Moore, 
showing  the  satisfactory  location  of  a  large  proportion  of 
these  lands,  and  an  ordinance  was  adopted  providing  for  the 
care  and  management  of  this  important  trust  and  for  the 
sale  of  so  much  of  said  lands  as  was  deemed  necessary  to 
supply  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  University,  the  limit 
being  fixed  at  the  number  of  acres  necessary  to  secure  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00.  The  ordinance  provided  for  the  election 
by  the  Board  of  a  committee  of  three  who  were  to  have  the 
control  of  the  care  and  sale  of  the  lands  subject  to  the  re- 
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strictions  of  the  ordinance  and  in  conformity  with  the  Acts 
of  Congress  and  the  General  Assembly. 

Among  these  restrictions  was  the  minimum  price  per 
acre  at  which  the  lands  should  be  sold  and  the  maximum 
amount  to  which  the  sales  could  extend  until  further  action 
of  the  Board  The  minimum  fixed  by  the  Act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  to-wit :  four  dollars  per  acre,  was  allowed 
by  the  Trustees  until  fifty  thousand  dollars  worth  of  the 
lands  should  be  sold,  but  after  that  sum  was  realized  no 
sales  were  to  be  made  for  less  than  ten  dollars  per  acre. 
The  ordinance  further  provided  for  the  election  of  a  Land 
Commissioner  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per 
year,  whose  duty  it  became  to  take  personal  supervision  of 
lands,  prevent  trespass  thereon,  negotiate  sales,  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  Land  Committee,  do  all  things  proper 
or  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  several  Acts  referred  to 
and  made  the  basis  of  said  ordinance. 

Messrs.  W.  G.  Clark,  James  Crook  and  H.  H.  Brown, 
Trustees,  were  elected  the  committee  on  "University  Land 
Grant,"  and  Hon.  A.  C.  Hargrove  was  elected  Land  Com- 
missioner. 

This  committee  entered  at  once  upon  the  important  and 
responsible  duties  assigned  them.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  preparing  and  printing  a  pamphlet  containing  a  list  of 
the  lands  located,  and  a  statement  and  description  of  the 
land  grant,  with  an  appendix  containing  a  copy  of  the  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  accepting  and  transferring  them 
to  the  University,  and  of  the  ordinance  adopted  by  the 
Trustees  to  carry  the  purpose  of  the  donation  into  practical 
effect.  (A  copy  of  this  pamphlet  will  be  found  in  the  ap- 
pendix, marked  Exhibit  "H.") 

Advertisements  inviting  bids  were  inserted  m  some  of  the 
leading  journals  of  the  country  which  attracted  general  at- 
tention, and  many  enquiries  were  made  for  the  pamphlet, 
which  was  freely  and  widely  distributed.  It  was  designed 
also,  to  publish  a  map  showing  the  location  of  the  lands 
and  their  relation  to  and  connections  with  other  holdings, 
and  with  lines  of  transportation  in  operation  or  projected, 
but  this  has  been  delayed  until  the  lands  shall  all  have  been 
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located  and  the  location  approved  by  the  Land  Department 
at  Washington. 

The  report  of  the  locating  Commissioners  shows  that  the 
lands  have  thus  far  been  wisely  selected— all  of  them  in  the 
mining  sections  of  the  State,  and  some  of  them  have  unusu- 
ally rich  and  valuable  coal  seams. 

The  University  was  fortunate  in  having  Commissioners  so 
patriotic,  so  well  informed  concerning  the  mineral  regions 
of  the  State,  so  thoroughly  posted  in  land  values,  and  withal, 
so  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  institution.  They  have 
done  their  duty  well  and  wisely  and  are  entitled  to  the 
highest  commendation  therefor. 

Of  the  46,080  acres  selected  by  the  Commissioners,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  confirmed  a  list  of  42,252 
acres,  leaving  3,825  acres  unapproved.  Of  the  unapproved 
list,  2,800  acres  were  withheld  from  approval  at  the  request 
of  the  Commissioners  on  account  of  homestead  claimants, 
the  legality  and  genuineness  of  whose  claims  had  not  been 
sufficiently  investigated;  the  other  unapproved  lands — 1,025 
acres — were  declined  by  the  Secretary  because  they  had 
been  previously  entered  by  citizens  or  granted  to  railroad 
companies. 

Some  of  these  lands  have  been  replaced  with  other,  and, 
it  is  believed,  better  locations,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  the 
interests  of  the  University  might  now  be  subserved  by  the 
cancellation  of  many  of  the  unapproved  selections  and  the 
entry  of  others,  as  information  not  then  available  points  to 
other  localities  as  peculiarly  desirable. 

The  sales'  of  land  effected  up  to  June,  1886,  the  close  of 
the  University  fiscal  year,  were  as  follows  :

the  Sloss  Furnace  Co 1,320  acres  for    11,880  00 

Total 3,380  acres  for  $38,280  00 

'fhe  highest  price  paid  for  land  was  $12.50  per  acre,  the 
lowest  $9.00,  and  the  average  price  obtained  was  $9.85,  more 
than  double  the  minimum  fixed  by  the  Trustees. 

(For  the  details  of  these  sales  and  much  matter  of  inter- 
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est  concerning  the  University  Lands,  see  report  of  Land 
Commissioners  in  Appendix,  Exhibit  "I"). 

From  the  sales  above  mentioned  the  sum  of  $31,939.44 
was  paid  in  cash  and  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury,  as 
the  law  directs,  the  remaining  $6,340.56  is  secured  to  be 
paid  at  intervals,  the  bulk  of  it  in  equal  payments  at  one 
and  two  years  from  date  of  sale.  Deeds  are  only  given 
when  the  purchase  money  has  been  fully  paid. 

The  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  (see 
Appendix,  Exhibit  marked  "J,")  shows  the  condition  of  the 
Land  Fund  at  date  thereof.  The  total  receipts  of  that 
officer  on  this  account,  up  to  close  of  fiscal  year,  including 
$1,500.00  loaned  from  University  Funds,  were .  .  .$27,508  15 
The  disbursements  to  same  time  were    27,508  15 


Leaving:  the  account   balanced. 


The  balance,  however,  was  effected  by  the  transfer,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Trustees,  of  $14,743.92  to  the  credit  of 
the  Building  Fund,  as  shown  previously  in  the  report.

Sales  have  been  effected  since  the  last  annual  meeting  of 
the  Trustees,  to  which  date  the  committee  reports  are  made 
up,  and  considerable  enquiry  is  being  made  by  persons 
seeking  investments  in  mineral  lands,  but  as  these  will  be 
presented  in  the  next  report  of  the  Trustees,  it  is  not  deemed 
necessary  to  particularize  further  at  this  time. 

The  Land  Committee  above  was  unanimously  re-elected 
to  serve  another  year,  and  the  sales  already  made,  and  the 
outlook  were  so  encouraging,  that  the  Board  directed  the 
Building  Committee  (who  were  also  unanimously  re-elected) 
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to  proceed,  as  early  as  possible,  to  the  erection  of  the  other 
wing  (to  be  known  as  "Garland  Hall"),  as  contemplated 
when  the  plan  was  accepted. 

Contracts  have  been  made  for  building  "Garland  Hall," 
the  foundations  of  which  have  already  been  laid,  and  the 
work  is  progressing  favorably. 

It  is  stipulated  in  the  contract  that  the  building  is  to  be 
completed  ready  for  occupation  by  the  first  of  May,  1887. 

The  completion  of  this  structure,  besides  giving  a  large 
and  needed  addition  to  the  dormitory  accommodations,  will 
enable  the  Trustees  to  place  on  exhibition  and  conveniently 
arrange  large  quantities  of  valuable  shells,  fossils,  geologi- 
cal specimens,  etc.,  which  have  hitherto  been  hidden  in  the 
cellars,  and  many  of  them  packed  away  in  cases,  which 
could  not  be  opened  for  lack  of  space  in  which  to  place  the 
contents. 

It  is  also  hoped  and  expected  that  the  condition  of  our 
finances  will  soon  permit  the  erection  ot  a  suitable  Labor- 
atory for  our  Chemical  Department,  perhaps  also  a  hall 
specially  adapted  to  instruction  in  physics  and  of  a  complete 
system  of  water  works,  which  will  prove  a  safeguard  against 
fire,  and  largely  promotive  of  the  health,  cleanliness  and 
comfort  of  the  Cadets. 

PRESIDENCY    OF   THE   UNIVERSITY. 

Favorable  as  has  been  the  experience  of  the  University 
in  many  respects,  during  the  period  under  review,  there 
have  been  shadows  as  well  as  sunshine,  sorrows  as  well  as 
gladness. 

It  was  our  painful  duty,  in  our  last  report,  to  note  the 
death  of  a  pure,  a  noble,  an  honored  christian  gentle- 
man, who  had  been  stricken  with  disease  while  Pres- 
ident of  the  University,  and  who,  after  a  long  period  of 
illness,  died  amid  its  classic  shades. 

The  Pale  Reaper,  who  spares  neither  the  high  nor  the 
lowly,  the  wise  nor  the  simple,  the  saint  nor  the  sinner, 
again  appeared,  and  with  his  "sickle  keen,"  cut  down,  un- 
timely, another  President  of  the  University. 

On  the  threshold  of  the  Collegiate  year  of  1885-6,  the 
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death  of  Hon.  Burvvell  B.  Lewis  deprived  the  University  of 
its  President  and  the  State  of  an  eminent  citizen. 

A  graduate  of  the  University,  distinguished  for  the  un- 
blemished purity  of  his  private  life  and  for  his  attainments 
as  a  scholar,  jurist  and  statesman ;  known,  beloved  and 
honored  throughout  the  State,  he  brought  to  the  great  trust 
confided  to  him,  firmness,  tempered  by  mildness,  wisdom 
ripened  by  experience,  and  knowledge  sanctified  to  noble 
and  patriotic  ends  by  a  sincere  christian  profession  and 
practice. 

The  steady  advance  in  the  usefulness  and  popularity  of 
the  University  during  his  administration,  realized  the  just 
expectations  of  the  Board  in  his  election  and  justified  the 
belief  that  the  continuance  of  his  life  and  services  would 
bring  that  institution  to  the  standard  of  capacity  and  effi- 
ciency demanded  by  the  educational  wants  of  the  State,  and 
accomplish  the  objects  for  which  it  was  endowed. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  called  soon  after  his  death,  to 
provide  for  the  emergency  created  by  that  event,  the  presi- 
dency was  tendered  to  Dr.  W.  S.  Wyman,  whose  splendid 
scholarship  and  successful  administration  as  temporary 
president,  on  previous  occasions,  assured  the  Board  of  his 
superior  qualifications  for  the  position. 

Dr.  Wyman  declined  the  Presidency,  but.  at  the  earnest 
request  of  the  board,  consented  to  act  as  President  until  they 
could  have  time  to  make  a  suitable  selection  for  permanent 
President. 

This  he  did  with  great  success  and  acceptance  until  the 
Trustees  at  their  regular  meeting,  in  June,  1886,  conferred 
the  Presidency  on  Gen.  H.  D.  Clayton,  who  accepted  the 
appointment  and  is  now  diligently  engaged  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  review  of  the  work  and  progress  of  the 
University  during  the  last  two  years,  the  Trustees  may  be 
pardoned  for  alluding  to  the  prominent  positions  of  useful- 
ness and  honor  attained  by  its  graduates. 

In  the  halls  of  Congress,  iu  the  chambers  of  the  General 
Assembly,    adorning   the   bench   of  our   Judiciary,  in  the 
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varied  walks  of  business  and  professional  life,  and  largely 
in  the  ranks  of  the  noble  army  of  teachers,  the  Alumni  of 
this  institution  are  found,  serving  their  State  and  genera- 
tion with  intelligence,  acceptability  and  unswerving  devo- 
tion, repaying  many-fold  the  benefits  that  the  State  through 
the  University  has  conferred  upon  them. 

Especially  would  we  notice  the  increasing  number  of 
graduates  who,  year  by  year,  are  devoting  themselves  to  the 
work  of  instruction. 

In  our  public  schools,  in  our  high  schools  and  State 
Normal  school  these  graduates  are  found  actively  engaged, 
and  several  of  them  preparing  students  for  entrance  to  the 
University. 

The  excellence  of  the  preparation  of  the  Cadets,  sent  by 
them,  attests  the  thoroughness  with  which  they  themselves 
were  taught,  and  the  fidelity  and  zeal  they  bring  to  the  im- 
portant work  they  have  undertaken  are  worthy  of  high 
praise  and  emulation,  and  are  harbingers  of  good  to  the 
future  of  Alabama.

VALUABLE  MINERAL  LANDS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  ALABAMA. 

A  brief  sketch  showing  the  origin  of  the  University  Land  Grant,  the  pro- 
ceedings had  under  it,  the  location  of  the  lands  by  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor,  including  extracts  from  their  reports  to  the 
Trustees,  with  an  appendix  containing  the  Act  of  Congress  donating  said 
Lands,  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  accepting  said  Grant  and  trans- 
ferring the  same,  with  full  powers,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Or- 
dinance of  the  said  Trustees  providing  for  the  care  and  sale  of  said 
Lands. 

BRIEF   HISTORY    OF   THE   UNIVERSITY    LAND    GRANT. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States,  at  the  session  of  1883-4,  passed  an 
act,  which  was  approved  by  the  President  on  the  23d  day  of  April,  1884, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  increase  the  endowment  of  the  University  of  Alabama 
from  the  public  lands  in  said  State."  By  this  act  46,080  acres  of  land  was 
granted  to  the  State  of  Alabama  for  the  benefit  of  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama. 

The  second  section  of  said  act  provides  that  "the  Governor  may  ap- 
point one  or  more  agents  to  select  said  lands  from  any  public  lands  in  said 
State." 

The  Governor  of  Alabama  appointed  Dr.  E,  A.  Smith,  the  State  Geologist 
of  Alabama,  the  Hon.  J.  Burns  Moore,  and  Hon.  A.  C.  Hargrove  to  select 
said  lauds.  They  have  performed  their  duties  and  made  the  selections  as 
the  law  provides.  Lists  of  such  sections,  amounting  to  42,252  acres,  have 
been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  approval,  under  the 
4th  section  of  said  act,  vests  the  title  to  the  lands  contained  in  said  ap- 
proved lists  in  the  State  of  Alabama. 

At  the  session  of  1884-5  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama,  an  act  was 
passed,  and  approved  February  5th,  1885,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  sale  of  such  lands  as  have  been  or  may  be  selected  under  and  by  virtue 
of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  An  act  to  increase  the  endowment  of  the 
University  of  Alabama,"  etc.  By  this  act  the  title  to  all  lands  which  have 
been  or  may  be  selected  or  received  under  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid  is 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  with  the 
right  to  sell  said  lands,  etc. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  the  15th  day  of  June,  1885,  said  Board  of  Trustees, 
in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  acts  of  Congress  and  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Alabama,  adopted  rules  and  regulations  to  govern  the  sale  and  man- 
agement of  said  lands,  and  elected  the  undersigned  as  a  committee,  desig- 
nated as  "the  Committee  on  the  University  Land  Grant,"  and  entrusted  us 
"with  the  management  and  control  of  the  care  and  sale  of  said  lands." 

At  the  same  meeting  said  Board  of  Trustees  elected  A.  C.  Hargrove,  of 
Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  agent,  to  be  known  as  "  the  Land  Commissioner  of 
the  University  of  Alabama,"  and  made  it  his  duty  to  negotiate  for  the  sale, 
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leasing  and  renting  of  said  lands  ;  to  prevent  trespasses  to  the  same  ;  to 
bring  suits  for  possession,  etc.,  when  necessary. 

The  acts  of  Congress  and  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama,  also  the 
ordinance  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  providing  for  the  disposition  and  man- 
agement of  said  lands,  will  be  seen,  in  full,  in  the  appendix  hereto. 

The  42,252  acres  contained  in  the  lists  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  which  are  now  in  a  condition  to  be  sold,  have 
been  most  cautiously,  carefully  and  wisely  selected,  and  are  its  good  coal 
lands  as  any  in  the  famous  Alabama  coal  fields.  They  have  been  selected 
with  reference  both  to  their  intrinsic  value  and  to  their  nearness  to  present 
and  prospective  lines  of  transportation.  Among  them  are  some  of  the  very 
best  coal  lands  of  Fayette,  Walker,  Jefferson,  Shelby,  Bibb  and  Tuscaloosa 
counties,  and  many  of  them  contain  excellent  timber,  stone,  etc.,  and  are 
suitable  for  fruit  raising,  agricultural  cultivation  and  pasturage. 

They  are  located  in  townships  14,  15,  16.  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  and  22  south, 
and  in  ranges  1,  4,  5.  6,  7,  8,  and  9  west ;  and  in  township  22  north,  and 
ranges  9,  10,  and  11  east. 

The  agents  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  Messrs.  Smith,  Moore,  and  Hargrove, 
who  have  located  these  lands,  say,  in  their  report  to  the  trustees  of  the 
University,  made  June  15th,  1885: 

"  We  refer  yon  to  the  map  which  accompanies  our  report.  It  contains, 
in  red  color,  the  42,252  acres  contained  in  said  approved  lists.  Upon  ex- 
amination it  will  be  found  that  the  lands  embraced  in  said  approved  lists 
are  in  the  Warrior  and  Gahawba  coal  fields,  in  the  counties  of  Walker, 
Jefferson,  Shelby,  Bibb,  Tuscaloosa  and  Fayette,  and  that  they  are  proba- 
bly as  good  as  the  very  best  coal  lands  of  the  State,  in  thickness  of  the 
seams  and  quality  of  coal;  and  some  of  them  are  most  favorably  situated 
as  to  transportation.  The  greater  part  of  said  lands  in  Walker  and  Fayette 
counties  and  in  township  15  and  16  south,  and  in  ranges  8  and  9  west,  have 
the  seam  of  what  is  known  as  "splint  coal,"  which  is  now  extensively 
worked  at  the  Corona,  Patton,  Smith,  and  other  mines  on  the  Ga.

"The  lands  in  townships  14,  15,  and  16  south,  and  in  ranges  5,  6,  and  7w. , 
contain  the  Tom  Bradley  seam,  at  least  four  feet  thick,  and  the  Mount  Car- 
mel  seam,  which  is  from  4  to  6  feet  thick,  one  or  both;  and  that  part  near 
the  Warrior  River,  in  townships  15  and  16  south,  and  in  ranges  5  and  6 
west,  contains  also  a  very  thick  seam,  7  to  8  feet  thicK,  thought  by  some  to 
be  the  same  as  the  Jagger  seam,  which  is  seen  in  the  north-west  corner  of 
Walker  county;  and  by  others  to  be  the  same  as  the  New  Castle  seam. 

"  The  selections  in  townships  16,  17,  and  18  south,  and  in  ranges  4,  5, 
and  6  west,  contain  the  Pratt  seam,  which  is  four  feet  thick,  except,  per- 
haps a  small  part  of  that  in  the  south  part  of  township  18  south,  range  5 
west. 

"  The  selections  in  townships  19  and  20  south,  ranges  5,  6,  and  7  west, 
contain  what  are  known  as  the  seams  of  the  Little  Basin,  two  very  thick 
seams,  one  five  feet  and  one  nine  feet  thick." 

"The  selections  in  townships  21  and  22  south,  ranges  4  and  5  west,  and 
in  townships  24  north,  range  11  west,  in  Bibb  and  Shelby  counties,  and  in 
the  Cahawba  fields,  are  pronounced  by  the  experts  who  have  explored  them 
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for  us  (and  we  find  this  true  by  all  the  personal  investigations  we  have 
been  able  to  make),  to  contain  fine  seams  of  very  valuable  coal." 

"  Our  approved  selections  in  township  24  north,  ranges  9  and  10  east,  in 
Bibb  county  contains  the  Blockton  seam,  now  extensively  mined  by  the 
Cahawba  Coal  Company,  from  4  to  7  feet  thick." 

"  A  large  amount  of  these  lands  selected  by  us  will  be  greatly  enhanced 
in  its  market  value  by  the  completion  of  the  Georgia  Pacific  R.  R.,  as  it  is 
located  along  and  near  the  line  of  said  railroad,  as  the  same  has  been  sur- 
veyed. *  *  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  lands  selected  are,  in  our  judg- 
ment, among  the  very  finest  coal  properties  of  the  State." 

It  will  be  seen,  from  the  foregoing  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  Governor,  that  the  lands  referred  to  are  among 
the  most  valuable  in  Alabama,  embracing  coal  seams  of  great  richness, 
both  as  to  quality  and  extent,  also  stone,  timber,  and  agricultural  lands 
which  are  well  worthy  the  attention  of  settlers  and  capitalists.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  no  better  opportunity  for  safe  and  profitable  investment  has  for 
many  years  been  offered  to  capital  and  enterprise,  and  the  entire  proceeds 
of  all  sales  will  be  directed  exclusively  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  University 
of  Alabama. 

Persons  desiring  to  purchase  any  portion  of  these  lands  can  make  bids 
for  the  same,  in  such  quantities  and  localities  as  they  may  desire.  All  bids 
should  be  sealed  and  addressed  to  "A.  C.  Hargrove,  Land  Commissioner," 
at  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  who  will,  on  application,  give  any  information  touch- 
ing said  lands  that  may  be  required. 

The  undersigned  Committee  will  hold  meetings  at  Tuscaloosa  from  time 
to  time  to  consider  and  act  upon  such  bids  as  may  have  been  received  by 
the  Land  Commissioner.  Should  a  bid  be  made  for  the  entire  tract,  which 
the  committee  regard  favorably,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
will  be  promptly  convened  to  consider  the  same. 

Persons  desiring  to  lease  or  rent  any  portion  of  said  lands  should  apply 
to  the  "  Land  Commissioner"  for  information  or  contract. 

The  committee  reserve  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  to  sell  or 
lease  any  part  of  said  lands  as  opportunity  offers. 

Letters  of  enquiry  concerning  these  lands,  addressed  to  .the  "Land  Com- 
missioner" at  Tuscaloosa  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  at  Mobile,  will 
receive  prompt  attention.

APPENDIX. 

Act  of  Congress  Donating  Lands  to  the  University  of  Alabama — An 
Act  to  Increase  the  Endowment  of  the  University  of  Aubama  from 
the  Public  Lands  in  said  State. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  forty-six 
thousand  and  eighty  acres  of  the  public  lands  in  Alabama  are  hereby 
granted  to  the  State  of  Alabama,  in  addition  to  the  lands  reserved  to  said 
State  by  the  acts  approved  April  20th,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and 
March  the  2nd,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  fur  the  benefit  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  to  be  applied  as  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  erec- 
tion of  suitable  buildings  for  said  University  aud  to  the  restoration  of  the 
library  and  scientific  apparatus,  heretofore  destroyed  by  fire,  such  applica- 
tion to  be  made  iu  such  manner  its  the  Legislature  of  said  State  may  direct, 
or  may  empower  the  Trustees  of  said  University  to  direct,  —  Provided,  that 
the  State  of  Alabama  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  agents  appointed  by  the 
Governor  thereof  to  select  such  lands  to  be  re-imbursed  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sales  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  the  Governor  of  Alabama  may  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  to  select  the  lands  granted  iu  this  act,  from  any  public  lands  within 
said  State,  not  included  in  some  subsisting  grant  made  by  the  United 
States;  and  such  agents  shall  make  report  of  such  selections  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior, 

Section  3.  That  the  provisions  of  Ihis  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  legal 
subdivision  of  land  to  which  the  right  of  homestead  entry  or  pre-emption 
shall  have  attached  in  favor  of  any  person  who  is  entitled  to  such  home- 
stead pre-emption  entries,  and  who  is  occupying  and  claiming  such  subdi- 
vision of  the  public  lands  in  Alabama  at  the  time  when  such  selections  are 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  And  in  cases  where  it  is  found 
that  such  claims  are  superior  to  the  rights  of  the  State  of  Alabama  herein 
granted,  the  said  State  may  select  other  lands  in  lieu  thereof,  and  in  like 
quantity  elsewhere  in  said  State,  from  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States 
so  as  to  make  up  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  total  number  of  acres  of  land 
granted  in  this  act  to  said  State. 

Section  4.  That  when  the  selection  of  said  lands  is  so  made  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  title  to  the  same  shall  vest  in 
the  State  of  Alabama  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  University  of 
Alabama,  to  be  applied  first  to  the  uses  and  purposes  declared  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act  and  then  to  the  endowment  of  said  University,  and  to 
no  other  purpose  whatever;  and  patents  shall  issue  to  said  State  for  the 
lands  so  selected  and  approved.  And  the  State  of  Alabama  shall  by  law 
direct  the  sale  of  such  lands  and  the  money  arising  from  such  sales  shall 
be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  of  Alabama;  but  no  expenses  that 
may  be  incurred  in  making  such  sales,  after  the  selections  of  lands  made 
under  this  act  are  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  are  en- 
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tered  on  the  Township  maps  of  the  proper  land  offices,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
United  States. 

Section  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  empowered  to  make  all 
needful  and  proper  regulations  and  rules  for  carrying  this  act  into  effect, 
and  for  the  decision  of  all  questions  that  may  arise  as  to  the  right  of  the 
State  of  Alabama  to  any  lands  that  may  be  claimed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Approved  April  23rd,  1884. 


Act  of  thk  Genebal  Assembly  qf  Alabama. 

An  Act 

To  provide  for  the  sale  of  such  lands  as  have  been  or  may  be  selected  under 
and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  an  act  to  increase  the  en- 
dowment of  the  University  of  Alabama  from  the  public  lands  in  said 
State,"  approved  April  23,  1884  ;  and  for  the  application  of  all  moneys 
arising  from  such  sales. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama,  That 
the  title  to  all  the  lands  which  have  been  or  may  be  selected  or  received 
under  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid,  shall  be  vested  in  the  "Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  University  of  Alabama,"  who  shall  dispose  of  said  lands  only 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  act  of  Congress  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  directed;  Provided,  however,  that  the  minimum  price  on  said 
lands  shall  not  be  less  than  four  dollars  per  acre;  and  provided  further, 
that  at  least  one  half  of  the  purchase  money  shall  be  paid  in  cash  at  the 
time  of  sale,  and  the  remainder  divided  into  equal  installments,  in  case 
any  parcel  of  land  is  not  sold  entirely  for  cash;  Provided  further,  that  the 
said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  lay  off  town  lots  at  any  place  they  shall 
deem  expedient,  and  to  dispose  of  them  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  for  the  sale  of  other  lands  under  this  act. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  one  or  more  persons  not  of  their  own  body,  one  or  all  of 
whom  may  make  sale  as  the  trustees  may  direct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  to  the  examination  and  sales  of  all  the  said  lands  and  to  receive  the 
moneys  arising  therefrom  and  deposit  the  same  in  the  treasury  of  the  State 
as  the  trustees  may  order  and  direct;  Provided,  the  said  persons  so  ap- 
pointed shall  give  bond  and  good  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  said  trus- 
tees, for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  or  their  duties,  and  that  they  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  said  trustees;  Pro- 
vided further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  State  to  keep  all 
of  said  moneys  so  deposited  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  funds  in 
the  treasury;  and  provided  further,  the  good  faith  of  the  State  is  hereby 
pledged  for  the  preservation  of  said  moneys  so  deposited  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  ecacted,  That  should  any  person  purchase  any 
of  said  lands,  on  time,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  fail  to  make  punctual  payment 
of  the  amount  of  any  one  of  the  installments  which  may  become  due  on 
said  purchase,  the  lands  shall  be  absolutely  forfeited  to   the  said  trustees 
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with  the  money  paid  thereon;  and  the  said  trustees  may,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized,  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  such 
forfeiture  to  dispossess  arjy  person  or  persons  who  may  be  in  possession  of 
such  tract  of  land  by  the  writ  of  unlawful  detainer,  giving  notice  and  pro- 
ceeding as  required  by  the  Code  of  Alabama  in  cases  of  unlawful  detainer: 
Provided,  in  no  case  shall  the  trustees  make  title  to  any  purchaser  under 
this  act  until  all  the  purchase  money  shall  be  fully  paid;  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  all  deeds  to  purchasers  shall  be  executed  in  the  manner  provided 
by  said  trustees,  with  the  seal  of  the  University  thereto  attached;  and  the 
trustees  are  empowered  to  make  all  other  needful  regulations  and  rules  not 
in  conflict  with  this  act,  or  the  said  act  of  Congress,  for  effecting  such 
sales  as  are  herein  provided  for;  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  pro- 
tect all  said  lands  from  trespass  or  other  unlawful  depredations  or  injuries 
so  long  as  the  title  thereto  remains  in  them. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys  arising  from  the  sale 
of  lands  aforesaid,  shall  be  applied  by  said  trustees,  as  far  as  may  be  nec- 
essary, to  the  erection  of  suitable  additional  buildings  for  said  University 
and  to  furnishing  the  same,  aud  to  the  restoration  of  the  library  and  scien- 
tific apparatus  heretofore  destroyed  by  fire,  and  it  shall  be  deemed  as  a 
substantial  compliance  with  the  spirit  of  the  said  act  of  Congress  if  said 
trustees  shall  provide  an  annual  library  fund  to  be  expended  in  the 
purchase  of  books,  maps,  charts,  etc.,  instead  of  purchasing  all  of  said 
books  at  one  time;  and  after  said  purposes  are  accomplished  then  the  re- 
mainder of  said  moneys  shall  be  added  to  the  permau^nt  endowment  of 
said  University ;  and  the  same  shall  be  invested  by  the  trustees  without  de- 
lay in  such  national  or  State  securities  as  the  said  trustees  may  think  most 
profitable  or  beneficial;  Provided,  preference  be  given  to  the  bonds  of  Ala- 
bama, if  the  same  can  be  procured  on  satisfactory  terms;  and  the  interest 
or  proceeds  derived  from  said  securities  shall  be  faithfully  applied  by  the 
trustees  to  the  uses  and  current  expenses  of  the  University  as  they  may 
doom  best  promotive  of  the  objects  of  said  University;  Provided  further, 
that  said  trustees  shall  pay  out  of  said  funds  all  expenses  th  it  have  been 
or  may  be  incurred  in  the  selection  and  location  of  said  lands  under  said 
act  of  Congress,  including  such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  by  said 
trustees  to  the  commissioners  heretofore  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the 
State  to  make  sad  selections;  Provided  further,  that  said  trustees  shall  in 
their  annual  reports  to  the  General  Assembly  include  all  their  doings  and 
expenditures  under  this  act  as  the  same  may  transpire. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor 
of  the  State  to  draw  his  warrant  or  warrants  on  the  treasurer  of  the  State  in 
favor  of  the  treasurer  of  said  University  for  all  money  or  moneys  which  may 
be  received  from  the  sale  or  sales  of  laud  or  lands  under  this  act  as  the  said 
trustees  may  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  University 
shall  give  his  receipt  or  receipts  for  the  same;  and  the  moneys  so  received 
shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  trustees  for  the  purposes  and  uses  afore- 
said; Provided  further,  that  said  treasurer  shall  be  required  to  give  addi- 
tional bond  with  security  to  be  approved  by  said  trustees  for  the  perform- 
ance of  all  duties  required  under  this  act  ;  Provided  further,  that  in  no 
event  shall  the  said  trustees  invest  any  of  said   funds  in  the  bonds,  notes, 
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or  promises,  of  any  private  corporation  or  individual,  nor  loan  any  of  said 
funds  to  any  such  persons. 

Section  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  carry  into  effect  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  to  "provide  for  the 
sale  of  lands  selected  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved 
April  23rd,  1884,  entitled  an  act  to  increase  the  endowment  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alabama  from  the  public  lands  in  said  State;  and  for  the  applica- 
tion of  all  moneys  arising  from  such  sales,  approved  February  5th,  1885. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  in  order  to  carry 
into  effect  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabimi,  entitled  an  act  to 
provide  for  the  sale  of  such  lands  as  have  been  or  may  be  selected  under 
and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  increase  the  en- 
dowment of  the  University  of  Alabama  from  the  public  lands  in  said  State," 
approved  February  5th,  1885,  do  ordain  the  following  rules  and  regulations. 

Section  1.  The  lands  referred  to  in  said  acts,  shall  only  be  sold  as  money 
is  needed  for  the  purposes  specified  in  said  Act  of  Congress,  and,  until  the 
further  direction  of  this  board,  there  shall  only  be  sold  enough  ot  said 
lands  to  yield  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  that  amount  being  deemed 
sufficient  for  present  purposes. 

Section  2.  A  committee  of  three  members  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  whom  shall  be  entrusted  the  general  management 
and  control  of  the  care  and  sale  of  the  lands  donated  for  the  benefit  of  the 
University  by  said  Act  of  Congress,  subject  to  the  order  and  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama.  Said  committee  shall 
be  known  and  designated  as  "The  Committee  on  the  University  Land 
Grant,"  and  shall  have  the  right  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  advise  and 
direct  the  land  commissioner  or  other  agent  or  agents  who  may  be  selected. 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  sale,  lease,  renting,  and  management  of  said 
lands,  and  have  power  to  do  all  things  or  acts  essential  thereto,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Act  of  Congress  and  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
relating  to  said  lands  or  the  instructions  or  acts  of  the  trustees  of  the 
University. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  elected  at  this  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  an  agent,  to  be  called  "The  Land  Commissioner  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,"  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  negotiate  for  the  sale  of  said 
lands  in  such  quantities  and  localities  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient  by  the 
Trustees  or  the  committee  aforesaid;  to  prevent  trespasses  on  said  lands; 
to  bring  suits  for  the  possession  of  such  lands  as  have  been  selected  or  may 
be  selected  under  said  act,  as  may  be  in  the  unlawful  possession  or  occupa- 
tion of  any  other  person  or  persons  ;  and  to  lease  or  rent  such  of  said  lands 
as  may  be  profitably  leased  or  rented.  Before  entering  upon  his  duties  as 
such  Commissioner  he  shall  enter  into  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  se- 
curities, payable  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the   University  of  Alabama, 
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in  the  snm  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  herein  prescribed,  and  for  paying  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  all  moneys  collected  by  him  for 
lands  sold,  leased  or  rented.  The  compensation  of  said  Commissioner  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  with  such  expenses  as 
he  may  necessarily  incur  in  travelling,  or  paying  costs  for  suits  that  he  may 
be  forced  to  bring  for  recovering  possession  of  lands,  and  damages  for  tres- 
passes, surveying,  and  for  assistance  in  preventing  trespass  to  said  lands. 
All  bills  for  said  expenses  must  be  presented  to  the  Land  Committee  for 
audit,  and  when  approved,  shall  be  paid  by  draft  or  check  of  the  chairman 
of  said  committee  on  the  Treasurer;  provided,  however,  that  all  drafts  or 
expenditures,  on  account  of  said  land-,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  aris- 
ing from  the  sale  or  lease  of  said  lands,  or  from  moneys  to  the  credit  of 
said  fund  on  the  bo  ks  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  bond  of  the  land  commissioner  shall  be  approved  by  "  the  Commit- 
tee 0'i  the  U  liversity  Land  Grant,"  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of 
the  Universitj'-,  who  shall  carefully  preserve  the  same. 

Section  4.  No  lands  shall  be  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
for  less  than  four  dollars  per  acre,  and  when  the  amount  sold  shall  re  ilize 
the  sum  of  fifty  th  >usand  dollars,  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  minimum  price  of  said  lands  shall  be  ten  dollars  per  acre. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  land  commissioner  to  make  a  re- 
port to  the  c  'inmittee,  and  deposit  in  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  at  least 
once  in  each  month,  all  the  nion.ey  collected  by  him  for  the  sale  of  said 
lands;  and  whenever  he  shall  have  accumulated  as  much  as  five  thousand 
dollars,  he  shall  promptly  deposit  the  same  as  aforesaid,  taking  duplicate 
receipts  from  the  said  treasurer,  for  all  his  deposits,  oue  of  which  shall  be 
promptly  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  for  safe  keeping. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  or  the  "Committee 
on  the  University  Land  Grant,"  shall  have  power  to  discontinue  the  office 
of  Land  Commissioner,  or  suspend  or  remove  the  incumbent  of  said  office, 
at  any  time  when  in  their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  University  require 
or  justify  such  action. 

Section  7.  The  Land  Commissioner  shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to 
the  Trustees  by  section  2  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  aforesaid, 
(approved  February  5th,  1885),  to  declare  sales  forfeited,  and  to  prevent 
trespasses  or  other  unlawful  depredations  or  injuries  to  said  lands. 

Sec.  8.  All  deeds  for  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  drawn  by  said  "Land 
Commissioner,"  be  approved  by  the  "Committee  on  the  University  Land 
Grant,"  (and  when  such  approval  is  duly  certified  to  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  as  ex-officio  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees)," shall  be  signed  by 
the  Governor,  as  such  President,  counter -igned  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  and  the  seal  of  the  University  be  affixed  thereto  by  him.  Contracts 
for  the  sale,  leasing,  or  renting  said  lands  shall  be  executed  by  the  "Land 
Commissioner,"  approved  by  the  committee  aforesaid  and  signed  by  the 
chairman  of  said  committee. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  "Land  Commissioner"  to  have 
prepared,  with  the  advice  and  under  the  directi'  n  of  the  said  land  commit- 
tee, suitable  maps,  showing  all  the  lands  that  have  been  or  may  be  selected 
for  and  confirmed  to  the  University,  under  the  said  act  of  Congress,  as 
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soon  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  Said  maps  shall  be  bound  in  a  substan- 
tial volume  or  volumes,  and  all  lands  sold  shall,  when  final  payment  is 
made  thereon,  be  checked  off  of  said  maps. 

The  said  "Land  Commissioner"  shall  also  keep,  in  a  well  bound  book,  a 
complete  register  of  all  lands  selected  for  the  University  under  said  act  of 
Congress,  and  of  the  lands  contracted  or  leased  by  him,  giving  the  names 
of  all  purchasers  and  less-es,  the  time  when  sold  or  leased,  the  prices 
agreed  upon,  times  of  payments,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be 
necessary  to  make  a  complete  record  of  all  tne  transactions  of  said  "Land 
Commissioner,"  and  show  at  all  tunes  the  actual  condition  of  said  lands. 
He  shall  make,  through  the  land  committee,  whenever  they  may  so  desire, 
a  full  report  showing  the  condition  of  said  lands,  the  history  of  his  trans- 
actions, and  make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  expedient  regarding 
them. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  the  University  Land  Grant  shall  keep, 
in  a  well  bound  book,  a  minute  or  record  of  all  their  orders  and  transactions 
connected  with  said  ltnds,  and  shall  make,  annually,  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, a  full  report  of  their  doings,  showing  receipts  and  expenditures  on 
account  of  said  "Commission,"  and  such  other  information  as  they  may  be 
able  to  communicate. 

They  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  clerk  and  such  other  assistance  as 
they  may  find  necessary,  and  to  draw  through  their  chairman  on  the  Treas- 
urer from  the  land  fund  of  the  Universit3T  for  such  actual  expenses  as  they 
may  find  essential  to  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  herein  imposed. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  to 
open  a  separate  account  with  the  land  department  of  the  University  to 
which  shall  be  credited  all  the  moneys  received  through  the  Treasury  of  the 
State  on  account  of  said  land,  and  to  which  all  checks  or  drafts,  properly 
drawn  against  such  fund,  shall  be  debited.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  upon 
certificate  of  the  "Committee  on  the  University  Land  Grant,"  representing 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  draw  from  time  to  time  from  the  Treasury  of  the 
State,  the  amounts  which  may  have  been  deposited  therein  by  the  Land 
Commissioner  as  herein  before  provided,  and  when  drawn  place  the  same 
to  the  credit  of  the  "Land  Fund"  account.  When  a  sufficient  amount  has 
been  received,  over  and  above  the  amount  necessary  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  "Land  Commissioner,"  he  shall  return  to  the  University 
"Fund"  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars*  advanced  therefrom  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Commission  for  locating  said  lands,  and  such  other  amounts 
as  may  have  been  or  may  be  advanced  from  said  fund,  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  said  Act  of  Congress;  and  no  money  accruing  to  said  "Land 
Fund"  shall  be  paid  out  except  on  appropriations  made  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  amount  and  purpose  of  each  appropriation 
being  specially  designated  in  the  ordinance  of  appropriation.  Provided, 
that  any  surplus  that  may  remain  or  accrue  to  the  said  fund  before  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  lioard,  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund,  and  be  subject  to  the  draft  of  the  building  committee  in  the  further 
prosecution  of  the  work  committed  to  their  charge. 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  an  addi  ional  bond,  as  provided  by  law,  in  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  said  land  committee, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disbursing  of  the  moneys  com- 
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mitted  to  his  charge  under  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  tbe  duties  devolving  on  him  by  virtue  of  said  act,  and 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  "Land  Commissioner"  to 
investigate,  as  far  as  he  may  be  able,  the  status  of  all  unsold  and  leased 
lands  granted  to  the  University  by  the  4th  section  of  an  act  of  Congress  en- 
titled "An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  Alabama  to  form  a  State  Government 
and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing 
with  the  original  States,"  approved  March  2,  1819,  and  to  report  the  results 
of  his  investigations  from  time  to  time,  to  the  "Committee  on  the  Univer- 
sity Land  Giant,"  and  through  them,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  13.  The  office  of  the  Land  Commissioner  shall  be  in  the  Uni- 
versity buildings,  and  he  shall  keep  therein  all  the  books  and  papers  per- 
taining to  said  matters,  and  shall  transact  the  business,  generally,  at  such 
office;  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
forbid  the  temporary  withdrawal  of  any  of  said  papers  by  said  commis- 
sioner in  his  discretion,  provided  that  he  shall  return  the  same  as  soon  as 
such  temporary  purpose  has  been  subserved.  The  said  Commissioner  is 
authorized  and  instructed  to  deposit  such  papers  as  he  may  deem  of  suf- 
ficient value  and  importance  in  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

The  Building  Committee  are  instructed  to  assign  a  room  for  such  Com- 
missioner in  the  University  building.

Genlemen  : — I  hereby  beg  leave  to  submit,  for  your  consideration,  the 
following  report  of  my  transections,  as  Land  Commissioner  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alabama,  since  my  appointment,  about  twelve  months  ago,  having 
heretofore,  from  time  to  time,  made  partial  reports,  as  sales  of  lands  have 
been  made,  and  money  collected. 

On  the  7th  day  of  December,  1885,  Adam  Glass  and  LeVert  Clark,  as 
trustees  of  the  Penn-Mobile  Coal  Company,  became  the  purchasers  of  the 
se  \,  and  the  sw  \  ne  J,  and  the  se  \  nw  §,  and  e  \  sw  \  of  section  12,  T. 
15,  R.  6  west,  320  acres,  in  Walker  county,  at  $12  50  per  acre,  making 
$4, 000. Oil.  They  also  purchased,  at  the  same  tiino,  the  sw  \  sw  \  section  8, 
and  nw  \  nw  \  of  section  18.  township  15,  range  8  west,  also  n  \  ne  \t  sw  4 
ne  \,  and  nw  \  of  section  13';  n  \  ne  \,  and  sw  \  ne  i  section  14,  all  in 
township  15,  range  9  west,  in  Walker  county,  at  $10.00  per  acre,  making 
$4,800  00,  their  whole  purchase  of  800  acres  amounting  to  $8,800.00,  all  of 
which  was  paid,  in  cash,  and  the  same  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  on 
the  7th  day  of  December,  1885.  A  deed  was  made  to  the  puichasers  on  the 
21st  day  of  December,  1885. 

On  the  8th  day  of  January,  1886,  I  sold  to  Jas.  0.  Rouks,  as  trustee  of 
the  Corona  Coal  Co.,  the  following  lands,  nam*  ly  :  nw  }  sw  \,  section  14. 
nw  \  ne  \,  and  se  I  ne  \,  section  22,  and  ne  \  nw  \  section  23,  township  15, 
range  9  west,  in  Walker  county,  160  acres,  at  $10,00  per  acre,  amounting  to 
$1,600.  He  paid  the  j-urchase  money,  in  cash,  on  the  day  of  sale,  which 
was  that  day  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  and  a  deed  was  made. 

On  the  6th  day  of  January,  1886,  T.  C.  Leake,  Jr.,  as  trustee  of  the  Vir- 
ginia and  Alabama  mining  and  manufacturing  company,  paid  $1,000.00  as 
an  advance  payment  on  1,560  acres  of  land,  which  he  contracted  for  on 
that  day,  namely:  sw  \  ne  \,  w  \  se  \  section  24;  nw  i  ne  \,  ne  \

acres,  in  Walker  county.  I  paid  this  into  the  State  Treasury  on  the  8th 
day  of  January  last.  On  the  9th  day  of  April,  thereafter,  he  paid  the  bal- 
ance of  $14,600.00  on  said  1560  acres,  making  in  all.  paid  for  said  1,560 
acres  $15,600.00,  the  same  having  been  sold  for  !irl0.(  0  per  acre.  The  said 
$15,600,00  was  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  on  April  17th,  1886. 

On  the  7th  day  of  January  last  I  sold  to  the  Sloss  Furnace  Company  1,320 
acres  of  lands,  situated  in  Jefferson  county,  for  $9.0n  per  acre,  namely: 
se  4  nw  \,  ne  4  sw  4,  sw  \  sw  £,  se  \  se  \  section  2;  n  \  ne  4,  section  10; 
e  2>  and  nw  £,  and  e  ^  sw  \  section  12;  e  \  ne  \  section  14;  n  J  nw  4,  s  \ 
sw  4,  and  se  4  section  24,  township  19,  range  6  west;  also  w  £  nw  \.  aud 
ne  4  nw  \  section  18  township  19  range  5  west,  amounting  in  all  to  $11,- 
880.00,  for  one-half  cash,  the  remainder  payable  in  two  equal  installments 
of  $2,970.00  each,  in  twelve  and  twenty-four  mouths  from  June  7th,  1886. 
I  collected  the  cash  payment  of  $  5,940  and  paid  it  into  the  State  Treasury, 
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less  $8.91,  the  amount  of  exchange  paid,  on  the day  of  June,  1886.     I 

have  the  said  two  notes  iu  my  possession.  They  are  payable  to  me,  as 
Land  Commissioner  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  at  the  Alabama  State 
Bank,  of  Birmingham,  Alabama. 

I  executed  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  of  purchase,  which  contains  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  money  paid  and  a  covenant  that  up  >n  the  payment 
of  the  two  outstanding  notes,  at  maturity,  or  within  sixty  days  thereafter, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama  will  execute  to  the 
purchaser  a  deed  conveying  all  the  rights,  title  and  interest  which  the  Uni- 
versity own,  or  may  own,  in  said  lands,  and  stipulating  also  that  said  deed 
shall  contain  a  covenant  warranting  the  title  t<>  said  lands  to  the  purchaser 
against  the  claims  of  the  United  States  Government,  and  against  the  lawful 
claims  of  all  persons. 

Your  Committee,  at  its  meeting,  on  the  19th  November,  1885,  authorized 
me  to  insert  this  covenant  in  all  deeds  to  purchases  of  University  lands 
The  selection  of  the  nw|  of  section  12,  township  19,  rauge  6  west,  em- 
braced in  the  lands  sold  to  the  Sloss  Furnace  Comp  my  has  not  yet  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  hence,  the  U diversity's  title  to 
this  tract  is  not  perfect;  therefore,  for  the  protection  of  the  purchaser,  I 
inserted  in  the  certificate  of  purchase  a  stipulation  that,  if  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  shall,  from  any  cause,  fail  to  approve  this  selection,  by  the 
time  the  note  for  $2,970.00,  which  matures  two  years  from  June  7th,  1886, 
is  payable,  the  said  note  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  $1,600 .00. 

There  is  scarcely  a  possibility  of  this  contingency,  as  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  title  of  the  University  to  this  land  shall  not  now  very  soon  be  made 
perfect. 

I  have  a  written  contract  with  the  Corona  Coal  Company,  of  Walker 
county,  by  which  it  is  to  purchase  the  se  |  se  4  section  22,  township  15, 
range  9  west,  as  soon  as  the  selection  of  this  tract  is  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  which  I  am  assured  will  be  in  a  very  short  time.

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Other  bids  have  been  made  on  considerable  quantities  of  lands,  but  the 
prices  offered  have  not  been  deemed  adequate. 

Of  the' 46,080  acres  selected  by  the  Commissioners,  for  the  University, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  Mny,  1885,  approved  a  list  of  42,252  acres, 
leaving  3,825  acres  unapproved.  About  1,000  acres  were  refused  to  the 
University,  because  they  had  been  previously  entered  by  citizens  or  granted 
to  railroad  companies.  The  balance  of  about  2,800  acres  was  withheld  from 
approval  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioner,  as  it  had  come  to  their  knowl- 
edge that  sundry  citizens  of  the  State  claimed  to  have  homes  on  these 
lands,  having,  as  they  averred,  settled  them  with  the  assurance  that  they 
would  be  allowed  to  enter  them  as  homesteads. 

To  be  sure  that  no  injustice  might  be  done  to  such  claimants,  I  personally 
visited  all  the  lands  that  were  thus  claimed  to  see  what  was  the  foundation 
of  each  claim. 

Many  of  these  claims  I  ascertained  to  be  without  any  just  foundation  ; 
others  seemed  to  be  just.  After  such  personal  inspection  I  made  to  the  Inte- 
rior Department  a  full  report  of  the  result  of  my  investigation,  and  requested 
that  a  list  of  about  1,500  acres  of  this  2,800  acres  be  approved,  and  that 
the  remainder  of  about  1,300  acres  be  cancelled,  provided  the  persons 
who  occupied  them  could  be  allowed  to  homestead  them.  These  lists  were 
forwarded  on  the  18th  day  of  February  last,  and  their  receipts  were  duly 
acknowledged  at  the  General  Land  Office,  but  have  not  yet  been  acted  on. 
I  have  written  many  letters  to  the  Department,  and  to  the  Hon.  J.  M. 
Martin,  member  of  Congress  from  the  6th  District  of  Alabama,  (who  has 
done  every  thing  he  could  do  in  behalf  of  the  University  in  the  matter) 
but  without  getting  final  action. 

In  a  communication  from  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  dated  June  14th,  1886,  he  says,  "It  is  contemplated  to  take 
up  the  selections  for  the  University  for  final  action  at  an  early  day." 

Selections  have  been  made  in  lieu  of  the  list  of  1000  acres  which  was 
rejected  on  account  of  prior  claims,  as  hereinbefore  referred  to.  I  don't 
think  it  will  now  be  long  before  the  whole  grant  will  be  adjusted,  and  the 
University  secure,!  in  the  title  to  the  whole  46,080  acres. 

I  have  not  had  a  map  prepared  of  the  grant,  as  contemplated  in  sec- 
tion 9  of  the  ordinance  of  June,  1885,  because  all  the  selections  are  not 

yet  approved.
